Gentlemen, 


I947  will  be  memorable  for  the  severe  snowstorms  from 
the  end  of  January  to  the  beginning,  of  March,  which  disrupted 
communications  throughout  the  area.  Local  arrangements  for 
refuse  disposal  had  to  be  improvised  in  most  villages  and  much 
routine  work  was  held  up.  It  could  not  be  said,  however,  that 
the  weather  produced  any  ill  effects  on  the  health  of  the  public 
generally . 


During  the  summer  months,  infantile  paralysis  (acute 
anterior  poliomyelitis)  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  country, 
but  only  one  case  occurred  in  the  Scarborough  Rural  District. 

The  outbreak  entailed  considerable  extra  work  and  I  had  to  spend 
much  time  travelling  around,  visiting  contacts  and  suspect  cases. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  so  important  that 
I  make  no  excuse  for  again  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
can  be  provided  free  of  charge  to  all  children  and  can  be  done 
by  the  family  doctor.

WATER. 

The  new  borehole  at  Ravenscar  was  opened  on  22nd  October, 
it  is  proposed  to  supply  Staintondale  from  this  source  when  various 
fittings  arrive. 

The  water  supply  at  Sawdon  became  insufficient  in  November 
owing  to  leakage  at  the  collecting  point  and  failure  of  the  springs, 
hater  was  delivered  by  National  Fire  Service  Tender  on  twenty 
occasions,  and  beflgusc  of  this  and  the  unprotected  nature  of  the 
supply,  consideration  was  given  to  supplying  the  village  from  the 
Snainton  waterworks  at  Troutsdalc.  Details  of  this  scheme  will  fall 
to  be  mentioned  in  the  1948  report. 

The  ram  at  Troutsdalc  provided  an  inadequate  supply  of  water 
during  the  year,  but  this  will  be  remedied  by  repair  to  the  Military 
Ram  which  is  now  under  Council  ownership.

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WATER  (Contd). 

The  water  pipes  to  the  Ayton  supply  passing  through  Forge 
Valley  were  broken  by  a  landslide  following  the  severe  snowstorms 
in  February,  but  temporary  mains  were  quickly  laid,  preventing  any 
actual  stoppage  of  the  supply  to  the  village.  Permanent  pipes  have 
now  been  laid. 

Fewer  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  water  for 
Burniston  and  Cloughton,  supplied  by  Scalby  Urban  District  Council. 
The  new  plant  at  Scabby  has  not  yet  been  installed. 


DRAINAGE. 


Many  houses  are  still  without  water carriage  sewerage,  but 
plans  have  boen  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Rural 
Water  oupplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  tor  the  parishes  of  Wykeham, 
Hutton  Bused,  East  and  West  Ayton,  Irton,  Seamer,  Cayton,  Lebberston, 
Gristhorpe,  Burniston,  Cloughton,  Brompton,  Sawdon  and  Snainton.
